A lengthy March 25th 
township board meeting 
ended- on a controversial 
note when Trustee Mc-

CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF HURON 
ORDINANCE NO. 98-1 
SECOND READING 


AN ORDINANCE TO CREATE A CHARTER TOWN- 
SHIP OF HURON OFFICIALS COMPENSATION COM- 
MISSION 

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF HURON ORDAINS: 
Section 1. The Commission. 

There is hereby created the Charter Township of Huron 
Officials Compensation Commission. 

Section 2. Commission Members. 

The Commission shall consist of five members, each of 
whom shall be a resident of Huron Township. No member of 
the commission shall be an elected or appointed township 
official, other than as a member of the Compensation 
Commission, nor shall any member be an employee of the 
Township. 

Section 3. Appointment of Commission; Terms of Office. 

The members of the Commission shall be appointed by the 
Supervisor, with the approval of the Township Board. They 
shall be appointed to four-year concurrent terms, and shall 
serve until their successors have been duly appointed and 
qualified. 

Section 4. Compensation. 

The members of the Commission shall serve without com- 
pensation. 
Section 5. Duties. 

The Commission shall study the issues of compensation 
for elected officials and members of appointed boards and 
commissions by making comparisons between and among 
Huron Township and other similar communities, analyzing 
the duties and qualifications of their respective offices, and 
conducting such other studies as the Commission deems 
appropriate. 

The Commission shall then make recommendations to the 
Township Board as to the compensation of elected and 
appointed Township officials, which recommendations are 
to be for the next succeeding term of office of the Township 
Board. Such recommendations shall be made prior to 
January | of the year during which the quadrennial election 
of township officials takes place. 

The Township Board shall act on the recommendations on 
or before April 1 next after receiving the report of the 
Commission. The Township Board may accept or reject, in 
whole or in part, the recommendations of the Commission. 
Section 6. Staff and Support Services. 

The Township Clerk shall provide staff and support ser- 
vices for the Commission. 

Section 7. Effective Date. 

This ordinance shall be given immediate effect.

felt they had made a good faith 
effort to correct the problem, 
so he allowed the permits to be 
issued and then polled the 
board for their input.

- ner in which the ban was lifted 


may not have been the best 
way to do it but he supported 
Mitchell’s decision to lift it. 

Mr. Glaab concluded his 
remarks by suggesting to Mr. 
McKinney that he. McKinn- 
ey) had great skills as a lawyer 
“to paint a picture” showing 
the board as foolish or not 
competent to do their job.

continued to travel through the 
area and into the Eagles Es- 
tates development. 

The Eagle’s Estate develop- 
ers had extended Bernadine 


Road into the project and. the. 


citizens felt that nobody want- 
ed to address the condition of 
the street. Supervisor Mitchell 
advised that he had called the 
county regarding the road and 
talked about the possible pav- 
ing of that road. The residents 
resopnded that paving of the 
road was not a major point 
with them. They wanted the 
road repaired and maintained 
and would look favorably to 
having a gate erected on the 
street to shut off entry into 
Eagle Estates. 

This gate or some other 
method of blocking off the 






street caused considerable 
amount of discussion among 
the board members. Mr. 
McKinney was particularly 
adamant that a gate, break- 
away, locked or otherwise 
should be erected because the 
planning commission had pro- 
vided for the gate. He consid- 
ered that shrubbery could be 
used as an alternative. 
Treasurer Scott Adkins 


expressed concern with prob- 
lems the police, fire, mail 
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delivery and school buses 
could have with the blocked 
street. He also suggested that 
the name of the street that is 
currently on the estate side 
should be changed to avoid 
confusion. 

Rather than returning the 
matter back to the planning 
commission, the board agreed 
to the break-away gate and to 
approach the county regarding 
the repair and upkeep of the 
road.
